Asphalt Roofs Fight Fire 


Concrete, either poured or fash- 


ioned in.to concerte blocks, is often 
used for foundations, sidewalls, 
and floors. One big asset of con- 
crete is that it is easy to keep 
clean. Wood is still used because 
it's hard to replace it completely. 


Asphalt roofing in the form of 


shingles or roll roofing, is being 
used to cover more farm build- 
ings than all other materials com- 
bined. Among its advantages are 
fire-resistance, c o l o r , economy, 
and ease of application. 


A fire-resistant roof is espe-

A farmer is a businessman and

He needs a 
place to keep indexed files of 
animal and land records, to keep 
reference books, to work out crop 
plans and to meet county agents, 
salesmen, and distributors.

room for storage of insecticides, 
chemicals, and medicines and a 
workshop for equipment repair.

Fire-Proof 
Shingles Are 
Versatile 


Asphalt roofing is a versatile 


material. 
It is made in enough 


varieties to permit selecting an in- 
expensive roof for an inexpensive 
temporary building and a heavier, 
longer-wearing roof for a perma- 
nent structure. 


Writing in Agricultural Engi- 


neering magazine, James L>. Stra- 
han, technical director of the As- 
phalt Roofing Industry 
bureau, 


says: "When it is considered that 
asphalt roofings are available in 
weights ranging between a mini- 
mum of 45 pounds per square and 
325 pounds and higher, it is ob- 
vious that there is a very wide 
choice 
from 
which to select a 


product which is best suited both 
to the economy and to the func- 
tional requirements of any indi- 
vidual construction project. 


"This is probably one potent 


reason why the asphalt roofing 
industry 
currently supplies up- 


ward of 85 percent of all the roof- 
ing shipped annually in the Unit- 
ed States. Versatility is a really 
important characteristic." 


A square of roofing is enough 


material to cover 100 square feet 
of roof area. When 210-pound as- 
phalt shingles are applied on a 
roof, each 100-square-foot section 
is protected by that weight of 
roofing material. 


Mr. Strahan says a temporary 


buiding can be roofed with inex- 
pensive asphalt roll roofing which 
will successfully perform the "es- 
sential weatherproofing duty." He 
suggests heavier asphalt roofing 
for dwellings and other permanent 
structures 'which require 
"long- 


lived roofing material." 


Q—Is there any secret to ex- 


terior color planning? I know of 
two houses that have bright red 
front doors. In one case this 
looks good, but in the other it's 
not at all attractive. Why? 


A—There's no secret—but you 


should know that the roof is the 
color key. Pick the roof color first 
and then select other colors to 
blend with, contrast to, or accent 
the roof. A particularly wide 
range of solid and blended colors 
is available in asphalt roofing. 
For a red door, it's not necessary 
to have a brilliant red roof. An 
asphalt shingle color blend in 
which there is just a little red 
probably would be enough, in 
conjunction with the red door, to 
create an harmonious overall ef- 
fect. 


Q—How can I repair a crack In 


a concrete garden pool? 


A—This can be filled with a 


mixture of one part cement and 
three parts sand, using only 
enough water to make a stiff 
paste. Widen the crack by under- 
cutting the sides and pack it with 
the patching mixture.

The architect specifies a roof of 


asphalt shingles for economical 
long life and protection from the 
weather. 
Asphalt 
shingles are 


made in a variety of colors that 
would blend well with the stone- 
work at the front of the dwelling 
and the prominent chimney at the 
side. 


One of the most convenient fea- 


tures . of the plan is the novel 
"semi-pit" bath. A heavy folding 
screen can be pulled out to shut 


off the lavatory from the rest of 
the room. 


A 6-foot-high living room coat 


closet acts as a partition to shield 
the main area of the room from 
cold air when the front door is 
opened. 
This closet is built <;\ 


hardwood plywood, faced with at*

Sketch shows, two commonest methods of cleaning out pluggod-up 
drain pipes. Be sure the pail you put under wa.sh-ba.sin trap is 


big enough. 


\ ,th a wrench at the joint before 
NOTHING is more irritating 


than a stopped-up or slow drain in 
the house. There are a number of 
commercial solvents that may be 
used on a stubborn dram. These 
often clean them out satisfactorily, 
but they must be used with great 
care ag most of them contain lye 
which will damage linoleum or 
paint. Follow the directions of the 
container. 


Occasionally the solvent isn't 


quite 
enough 
and 
mechanical 


means are necessary. If the trap 
under the drain has a plug on it, 
the thing to do is to remove the 
plug. But first be sure to place 
a pan under the hole. This should 
be large enough to catch all the 
water in the trap. Now remove 
the plug. Insert a wire hook into 
the drain hole and pull out the 
lint, hair, sediment or whatever 
else is stopping up the drain.

you can clean it out with the wire 
hook. Flush the trap out wit 
water and replace. 


Commercial solvents arc less ef- 


fective on large drains, aiich as 
toilet bowls, where it is usually 
necessary to resort to mechanical 
means such as the "plumber's 
friend." When this fails to remove 
the obstruction, it is necessary to 
use a clean-out auger which is 
forced through the trap by turn- 
ing the crank, always in the satro. 
direction. If the obstruction be 
comes entangled with the end of 
the auger it may be removed by 
withdrawing the auger. 


Usually Enough 


The above measures are gener- 


ally enough to open the most stub- 
born drain trap, but if a piece "f 
glass or other insoluble substance 
becomes lodged in a toilet bowl it 
may be necessary to remove the 
bowl from the floor to get i^j 
opened up. 


After the traps are clean and 


you find that the water still runs 
out slowly, the trouble may 4e in 
a connecting pipe from the trap to 
a vertical stack. If this connect- 
ing pipe is horirxjntal it is prob- 
ably filled with sediment which 
must be removed either through a 
drain plug or if none, through an 
open joint in the pipe.

We Must Remember Our World Role 
Despite Intense Interest in Elections 


Probably no brave New Year's resolutions have been for- 


gotten this early in 1952. And perhaps it isn't too late to add 
one more to the list, one that seems like a fine creed for all of 
us in a year that promises to ring loud with the sound and 
fury of a presidential election. 


The architect for such a resolution is John Foster Dulles, 


American ambassador-at-large and also the architect of the 
Japanese peace treaty. 


That treaty was founded on moral law, and Dulles, who 


•• has just returned from another look at Japan and Korea, 


has some strong ideas about our own regard for moral law 
in this new year. 


What Dulles is afraid of is that we are very likely to lose 


sight of our role in the free world because of our preoccupa- 
tion with the election at home. 


"Internal unity, no doubt, will be strained," Dulles said. 


"It is right that these national elections should bring about 
a full and fair debate of domestic and foreign policies. But 
such debates need not—indeed we must not let them—para- 
lyze the capacity of this nation to provide the free world 
with leadership. 


"The forces of despotism are too evenly balanced to per- 


mit the most powerful of the free nations to retire from the 
world arena for a year." 


At just about the same time Dulles was speaking those 


words, they were given added strength, unintended, to be 
sure, by none other than Joseph Stalin himself. 


The Soviet leader broadcast a message to the Japanese 


people, a message needling American occupation. The Soviet 
Union, said Stalin, "deeply sympathizes" with what Stalin 
figures are Japanese "sufferings" at U. S. hands. 


No doubt some disgruntled Japanese will bow happily 


toward Moscow at Stalin's words. But thusMiar our erst- 
while enemy in the Pacific seems highly, and rightly, pleased 
with a treaty based, as Dulles reminds us, on "the moral 
law." 


Dulles also reminds us of our nation's early history. We 


had our greatest influence for good and our greatest security 
during the last century, he said, "When we had little military 
strength and we were not wealthy enough to give much away. 
Our greatness lay in producing exportable ideas." 


Now he thinks that while we must continue an-interna- 


tional aid program, we must not put the rest of the world 
on a permanent dole. 


"Our present task," as he sees it, "is to find modern ways 


v whereby we can serve the world as did our forebears. We 


must think more in terms of what is the right thing to do, 
and thus get into harmony with the powerful force of moral 
law." 


That harmony, if we may add a postscript to Dulles' 


ideas, ought to begin at home. 


If, we can achieve it, and keep our rightful place at the 


head of the free world while we go through the pains of 
choosing our own leader for the next four years, we'll have 
made powerful history in 1952.

as quite a shock to a young girl 
unless they are explained in ad- 
vance. 


Every girl approaching this age 


should be 
properly 
instructed, 


preferably by her mother, and 
made to realize that about one 
and one-half million other girls in 
the country are going through the 
same thine at the same time. 


The 
changes 
of adolescence 


should be accepted as a step to- 
wards -maturity by the girls and 
their parents. 
Before they take 


place, however, girls should know 
what to expect and should have 
an understanding of what the 
changes mean. When they do not 
understand, an unexpected event 
may cause some emotional dis- 
tress. 
The information supplied 


should be given in a completely 
matter of fact way. 


It should be explained that the 


changes about to develop are the 
result of increased activity on the 
part of those hormones or inter 
nal glands whldh have to do with 
femininity. 
This increased g!an 


dular activity does not take place 
at once and it takes several years 
before their full function is com1 
pleted in the fully grown and de- 
veloped woman. 


The physical changes of adoles- 


cence in girls do not always come 
at the same age nor are they com- 


pleted at the same rate of speed. 
There is usually no 
cause 
for 


alarm if there is delay until four- 
teen or fifteen, or if these changes 
start before thirteen. 


The age when adolescence be- 


gins varies with different families 
and with racial background, cli- 
mate, and perhaps other 
influ- 


ences. 
EMOTIONS ARE UPSET 


After adolescence begins, and 


usually for two or three years 
later, girls are normally some' 
what more nervous and less con 
sistent in their behavior than they 
were before, or will be later. 


They often cry easily, become 


uncooperative 
in 
their actions 


with others and may fly off the 
handle at members of their fam- 
ily for no apparent reason. 


The youngsters themselves ought 


to understand this and to control 
themselves as much as possible. 
It is not fair to others to behave 
unreasonably no matter what the 
excuse. 


Parents should also understand 


that these things do happen and 
they should not worry about the 
seeming personality changes which 
often occur. 


When unreasonable behavior on 


the part of adolescent girls does 
break out, parents are well ad- 
vised to Ignore the outburst alto- 
gether, tnke it calmly and yet 
continue to be firm about those 
things which really matter.

swing at me in a recent issue of 
•America," New York Jesuit pub- 
ication, thereby dramatizing the

George Meany, secretary-treasurer 
of the AFL, mournfully intimated 
on his return to Washington from 
a luxurious official European tour 
at the expense of American work- 
ng stiffs who, of course, never 
vere consulted in any phase of this 
secretive illegal adventure. 
Had 


'ranch workers known the ugly 
truth of the criminal conduct of 
American unions and their shock- 
ng brutality toward the rank and 
file, they might have rounded up 
the agents who have been agitat- 
ing vainly here and thrown them 
into the Seine. But the fact is 
French labor is simply indifferent 
and largely unorganized.

Picking Up Pack Poses Problems 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


'One of our recent games of 


Canasta brings up two problems," 
ivrites a 
Milwaukee correspon- 


dent. 
"I won the first discard 


pile, consisting of about twelve 
cards. There were five jacks in 
the pile, but the top card of Jie 
discard pile (used in my initial 
meld, naturally) was a king. 


"First, do experts 
throw 
so 


many cards of the same rank in- 
to a pile? Would you expect to 
find five jacks in a pile of only 
twelve cards if all the players 
were first class players? 


'Second, is it a good idea to 


meld some or all of those jacks?" 


First, experts very often throw 


the same rank all around the ta- 
ble. If it looks like a safe discard 
t may be thrown by one side that 
hopes to win the pack. 
If it 


looks like a worthless card to 
hang on to, il may be thrown by 
a player who doesn't hope to win 
the pack but merely wants to 
build up his hand. 


Second, it is a very bad idea to 


meld any of those jacks. 
In a 


poor game, the opponents may 
forget you have them If you just 
save them in your hand or dis- 
card a couple of them. But even 
In a good game, they should not 
be melded. 


If you won a pack of twelve 


cards, you probably 
wound up 


with about fifteen or sixteen cards 
after you had made your irreduc- 
ible initial meld. That is a good 
holding, but it is not big enough 
to give you complete control of 
the discard pile. 


You can afford to discard the 


jacks and thus make room for 
fifteen or sixteen cards that will 
give you a good chance at the 
discard pile. 
If you melded the 


jacks, you would then have only 


about ten cards to use in this 
struggle. 


Q_My 
partner, 
needing 90 


points for the initial meld, put 
down three aces and a joker. Be- 
fore discarding, he next put down 
two kings and tried to move the 
joker so as to make a meld with 
the kings. The opponents said !• i- 
couldn't move the joker. He said 
his play wasn't finished until he 
had discarded. Who is right? 


A—The opponents are 
right. 


The joker was part of a legal 
meld to 
begin with. 
The rule 


says that no card of a legal meld 
may be shifted to any other meld. 
The joker must stay with the 
ac«s . The player must do some- 
thlqg about those two kings, novg. 
to make them a meld of sonU 
kind.

Dishwasher Debate 
. 


For the family debating whether 


to buy—or not to buy—an electric 
dishwasher here are some points 
pro and con suggested by Dr. 
Enid Sater Ross, household equip- 
ment specialist of the Bureau of 
Human Nutntion and Home Eco- 
nomics, U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture. 


Besides the obvious advantage 


of labor saving, another merit of 
dishwashing is extra-special clean- 
liness. In a dishwasher, 
hotter 


water and stronger detergents can 
be used than when handling dishes 
by hand. And when dried in the 
washer, dishes have no contact 
with towels—sometimes less than 
spotlessly clean and bacteria-free. 


For some families, r dishwasher 


may be able to take care of dishes 
frori three meals all at one time, 
making only one washing pro- 
cess necessary during the day. But 
this saving is not possible when 
the family is large, or the diners 
many, since there's a limited space 
In the washer. 


New synthetic detergents and 


proper washing methods do away 
with one objection sometimes held 
•gainst dishwashers—cloudy glass- 
ware. Leaving no soap film, these 
synthetic detergents are recom- 
mended when there's glassware 
and make it unnecessary to shine 
glass by hand. Dr. Ross points out 
that dishwashers require spccirl 
detergents that don't make heavy 
suds, because suds break the force 
of the spray which does the clean- 
Ing job. 


Very soiled dishes should al- 


ways be rinsed before they go 
Into the machine, she declares, to 
prevent soil from washing off and 
depositing on other dishes. 


In buying a dishwasher, con- 


home appliances are usually easy 
to follow. And it's so much better 
to read them first and avoid 
trouble, than to run the nsk of 
misuse. 
Some products 
require 


special care before their first use, 
and you'll need to read the in- 
structions to know that too. 


In order that you may use a 


new tool effectively you will need 
to learn a new habit. Whether you 
have a new potato peeler or an 
ironer, don't be discouraged if 
your 
first 
performances 
are 


clumsy and time-consuming. You 
may forget too, and instinctively 
reach for the old, but familiar 
tool. It may take some "stick-to- 
it-ness" before you have a method 
that will save time and energy, 
and give you pleasure from a 
job easily and well done. 


Here's another point that should 


be stressed—store the new tool 
in the spot most convenient for 
its frequent use. A new mixer, for 
instance, will be used more often 
if it Is on the counter top and 
ready for use, than if it is hidden 
away In the cupboard. Since you're 
apt to leave the tool in the place 
you put it at first, make sure 
that you've chosen the best and 
most convenient spot for it. 


Build In the Ironing Board? 
When a family considers build- 


ing or remodeling, mother often 
thinks it would be nice to have 
a built in ironing board—and often 
stationary wash tubs, too. This 
question has been argued pro and 
con by many house designers with 
not too much decided. 


So the Bureau of Human Nu- 


trition made a housing survey of 
4,000 rural home makers through- 
out the U.S. These homemakers 
were interviewed to determine 
what they needed and wanted in 
their homes. 


More than half of them said 


they favored a portable ironing 
board to one that is built in. The 
same was said of laundry tubs, 
portable tubs were preferred to 
the stationary kind. 


Apparently women find that 


equipment which they can move 
to convenient locations, 
makes 


heavy tasks like washing and 
ironing easier.

One fine use of dried fruits 


is a Norwegian fruit soup. An 
excellent beverage to serve at 
your next club meeting.

mary group tended to reverse this 
rule. About one-half of the fami- 
lies In the 54,000—59,000 income 
group spend less than the yearly 
average of 5165 per person. While, 
three-fourths of the families in 
the 51.000 to 54,000 bracket kept 
their food costs below 5165 per 
person.

2—DIXON REBOUNDED for the first time this season against

of aggressiveness which the Dukes also showed for the first time dur- 
ing a full game on Friday. The tougher rebounding also stems from 
the improved play of the "big boys," Jim Gorman and Henry Dixon.

8—The Uukes displayed an offense with n purpose for the 


first time this season In defeating Kochelle. Duke Guards Mill 
Kernan and John Weltxcl were cut loose consistently for lay- 
up shots or goot side shots.
